87 Projects In Alberta 


Arda Progress Reviewed 
At Vulcan C of C Meeting 


Fifty-one farmers and business¬ 
men, the largest turnout at’ a 
monthly meeting of the Vulcan 
District Chamber of Commerce, 
listened with interest to E. Burke 
Nagle, Liaison and Public Rela¬ 
tions Officers of ARDA (Agricul¬ 
tural and Rural Development Act) 
as he advised on the progress made 
by ARDA since its inception In 
1961 to the present time. The en¬ 
tire business portion of the sup¬ 
per meeting was given over to 
this subject. 

Mr. Nagle demonstrated by 
a flannelboard presentation the 
fruitfulness of the major farming 
area studies. He showed how re¬ 
search and social action on the 
part of the people paved the way 
for land clearing policies, land 
assembly, land reclamation, soil 
and water conservation, irrigation 
development, recreation and tour¬ 
ism, leadership training, FU and 
CDA projects and extension 
programs. 

Summarizing UL buuafii-z-iiaU of 
these projects, since the inception 
of ARDA, Mr. Nogel indicated that 
under the 1962-65 agreement, 40 
projects have been approved lor 
a total cost of $6.8 million, with 
the federal share $2.6 million. 
With respect to the new agree¬ 
ment (1965-70), 47 projects have 
been approved for a total of $10.6 
million, with the federal share 
$4.7 million. Projects awaiting 
federal approval under the 1965-70 
agreement amount to $5.4 million 
of which federal ARDA would 
pay $2.5 million. 

Mr. Nagel wrapped up his sum¬ 
mary by indicating that 87 pro¬ 
jects have been approved in Al¬ 
berta to date for a total expendi¬ 
ture of $16 million, with federal 


participation amounting to $7.2 
million. 

He then gave a flannelboard 
demonstration on the social action 
process. At a general level, Mr. 
Nagle said, social action may be 
understood as the process whereby 
needs are determined or defined, 
and resources delineated, motivat¬ 
ed and organized towards a goal. 
To aid in more clearly understand¬ 
ing this process three main cate¬ 
gories of concepts and related re¬ 
search data were discussed by Mr. 
Nagle. 

According to Mr. Nagle, the 
three categories are: 1) the per¬ 
sons involved; 2) the social system 
involved; 3) the stages or flow of 
the social action. 

Mr. Nagel went on to state that 
the social action process would 
prove to be very valuable for pre¬ 
cise understanding and action to¬ 
wards goal attainment by Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce and community 
actlor * -*ressed further 

that this process would give action 
leaders a greater insight into re¬ 
sources needed and potentially 
available, the time flow function 
that needs to be performed, and 
how the resources of people and 
social systems can be combined for 
the efficient accomplishment of all 
social action goals. 

Chamber president Allan Mc- 
Askile thanked Mr. Nagle for his 
address and before closing the 
meeting, announced that a Cen¬ 
tennial meeting of all county dele¬ 
gates is planned for April 27, at 
8:00 p.m. in the United Church 
basement. This will be one of the 
final get-togethers before the 
Centennial Caravan’s visit to Vul¬ 
can on May 22.

Housing Shortage 


A step that should help to some extent in easing 
the chronic housing shortage in Vulcan has been 
taken by the town council in reducing the cost of 
building lots in the Robson and Memorial Drive sub¬ 
divisions. The prices now in effect of $15 per frontage 
foot in the Robson sub-division and $20 per frontage 
foot on Memorial Drive brings the price of fully 
serviced 60-ft. and 75-ft. residential lots down to a 
figure that should be within the reach of anyone 
contemplating the building of a new house. 

The biggest barrier to increased house-building 
in towns such as Vulcan is still the amount of cash 
required to buy a lot and pay the difference between 
the mortgage value of the house and the actual <Sost 
of construction. In the cities, a new house can be 
acquired for a considerably smaller initial investment. 

The shortage of housing for teachers will only 
be indirectly improved by any spurt in housing con¬ 
struction here. Teachers, in what is largely a tran¬ 
sient profession, hesitate to buy or build a home in 
a town unless they have decided they are going to 
stay in that town for at least several years. Few, 
if any, one-family dwellings are built here expressly 
for rental purposes. If a family builds a new home, 
this may release another home for rental or purchase 
but this is usually the older type of home and not 
too desirable. 

The building of a good six- or eight-suite apart¬ 
ment block in Vulcan by private enterprise would 
help considerably in easing the housing shortage here 
and should be a good investment. The tight mortgage 
money situation of the past few years discouraged 
two or three people who had an apartment project 
in mind, but with some easing of mortgage money 
now in view there may be some new action in this 
field.
